Tue American Sunpay Scuoot Unton.—In notifying, on recent occasions, 
the amount and value of the Philadelphia Book trade, we omitted the pub- 
lications of the several religious societies and boards. Those of the American 
Sunday School Union, the oldest of the Philadelphia religious book concerns, 
form no inconsiderable item in this department of our commercial activity. 
The catalogue of books published by this society numbers over one thousand, 
the largest list by far in the country, if not in the world. Although most of 
these volumes are small, yet many of them sell largely, and the aggregate of 
the entire sales is large, not much less the present year, we understand, than 
quarter of a million of dollars, The activity of the publishing department of 
the society is indicated by the fact that they are now publishing a new vol- 
ume every Saturday morning. The embarrassment produced by the unfaith- 
fulness of one of their officers last fall, seems to have offered only a temporary 
check to their business. The loss itself proved to begmuch less than was orig- 
inally estimated. The creditors of the society treated them with great lib- 
erality and forbearance, and the promptness with which the managers came 
forward to make up out of their own pockets all the actual loss of their un- 
worthy officer, has created for the society a very general feeling of kindness 
and sympathy. Besides, the books which it is their business to produce, are 
among the established and growing wants of the community, The conse- 
quence of all this is, that their business as a publishing house has never been 
so full of life and activity as at the present time.—Public Ledger. 





Lrrerary Gossip.—The Boston Transcript has the following on things lit- 
erary :—Gould, & Lincoln of this city have just completed an arrangement with 
the family of the late Sir William Hamilton, whereby they become the author- 
ized publishers of his posthumous works in this country. The works will 
embrace—1, Lectures on Metaphysics, 2, Lectures on Logic; and will be 
brought out under the editorial supervision of Professor Mansel, of Oxford 
University, assisted by Mr. Veitch, one of Sir William’s most distinguished 
students. They will be published in this country from early sheets, and 
simultaneously with their publication in Edinburgh. The first volume, em- 
bracing the Metaphysics, will probably be issued in November. These lee- 
tures constitute the celebrated courses which the renowned Professor was 
wont to read to his classes in the University of Edinburgh, and they will be ~ 
looked for by the scholars in this country with the greatest interest. 
Hitherto we have had nothing from him in print but fragments and mono- 
graphs; in these lectures we shall get his system complete. Hamilton stood 
confessedly at the head of modern metaphysicians, and his ideas prevail now 
very generally, if not universally, in the schools. We congratulate our 
friends, the publishers, on their important acquisition. The publication of 
such a work, taken in connection with the treatises of President Wayland on 
Moral and Political Science, and the Mental Philosophy of Professor Haven, 
which bear their imprint, will give their house a deserved celebrity in con- 
nection with this department of learning. 

The same house also announce “ The Life of John Milton,” (from earl 
sheets), by David Masson, Professor of English Literature in University Col- 
lege, London. Professor Masson is one of the contributors to the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, and also a distinguished Edinburgh reviewer. The present 
work, it is understood, will be the most complete and elaborate life of Milton 
yet presented to the public. It will embody a vast amount of original re- 
search and will throw a new and interesting light on Milton’s personal and 

mblie history. The author has spared neither time, nor toil, nor money in 
his endeavors to discover new facts, or to test the authenticity and genuine- 
ness of those commonly received as such. At the same time he is no Dryas- 
dust, but on the contrary, a skilful composer of biography, and a charming 
writer, as the sheets already received testify. The work will justly attract 

e the public 
interest with Carlyle’s forthcoming Frederick the Great. The mention of 
Carlyle, by the way, remiuds us that he himself has written of Masson as 
follows: 

“Nobody can know him without feeling that he is a man of truly 
superior qualities, calculated at once to secure success in his undertakings 
and the love of his fellow creatures by the way. A man of many attain- 
ments in scholarship and literature; and with a natural fund of intelligence, 
delicate, strong, and deep, such as belongs to very few, even among se olars 
and men of letters. A man of beautiful and manly character withal, ardent, 
vivid, vivacious, and yet altogether quiet, discreet, and harmonious; likely 
to be distinguished, I should expect, at once by love of peace, a felicit 
and steadiness in doing work. For he is full of what one might call cen 
fire, which is singularly well covered in, tempered into genial warmth, of 
many useful and beautiful kinds.” 

With the title of “‘Sir Walter Raleigh and his Time, with other Papers,” 
Messrs. Ticknor é& Fields have just issued, in a handsome 12mo, volume, # 
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collection of Kingsley’s contributions to reviews and two works published in 
separate volumes in England. The first article in the book is a superbly 
written biographical sketch of Sir Walter Raleigh. It is as fine as any 
thing we have ever had from the pen of the author of “ Hypatia.” Every 
= in the volume is in Kingsley’s best vein. A sort of breezy narrative 
ed “ North Devon” is equal to “Two Years Ago.” The ‘“‘ Hours with 
the Mystics” is the best glimpse we have ever had of those geniuses, whom 
somebody once designated by the name of “inspired idiots.” There are four 
lectures in the volume, delivered by Kingsley some years ago in Edinburgh, 
which attracted very great attention all over Great Britain. One of the 
most spirit-stirring sketches we have ever read is “My Winter Garden,” a 
aper full of the sound of the hunter’s horn and the ringing ery of the chase. 

e healthiest book from the press this season, so far, is Charles Kingsley’s 
Miscellaneous Writings. 

We have seen some capital illustrations by Hoppin of scenes in Holmes’s 
incomparable “ Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,” which will soon be pub- 
lished in an elegant volume by Phillips, Sampson & Co. These papers have 
acquired a wide reputation in England as well as in this country, and the 
book will undoubtedly have a very extensive sale. Hoppin in his drawings 
has done justice to the humor and pathos of the author. 

The Albion bestows high praise on Mr. Richard Grant White’s new edi- 
tion of Shakspeare published by Little, Brown & Company. It congratulates 
Mr, White “ upon the full-blown evidence of taste, discernment, scholarship, 
and common sense, stamped indelibly” upon the work, and says the type, 
paper and as are absolutely luxurious. 

The Philadelphia Press says the opening article in the last number of the 
North American Review, on Sir Walter Scott, is the most eloquent and dis- 
criminative, as well as analytic, that we have read for many years. 

The London Critic, in.a recent criticism, made the following confession : 

“Tt cannot be denied*that our Transatlantic cousins surpass us in quick- 
ness of apprehension. We can neither boast of having taught them to appre- 
ciate Hawthorne, Poe, or Melville, nor deny that Tennyson was a popular 
poet in the States long ere he had ceased to be the darling of a coterie in 
England, and that American sagacity, recognizing the value of what we 
might have left buried in obsolete periodicals, presented us with the first edi- 
tions of o ur own Wilson, De Quincey, and Martineau.” 

We have received the first number of 7’he Northwestern Quarterly Mag- 
azine, conducted by James Grant Wilson, It is published by Rufus Blan- 
e hard, Chicago. 

Avcrion Sate.—Baneos, Merwin & Co, will hold on the 26th inst. a sale of 
Books, Coins, Medals, and Autographs, comprising many that are rare and 
curious, On the 2d November they will sell the library of the late Hermann 
E. Ludwig, LL.D., the well-known ethnologist. 

Tue Lirerary Concress at Brussets.—A Paris correspondent of the Lon 
don Literary Gazette says: ‘“ The approaching Congress in Brussels on literary 
and scientific property excites considerable attention in our literary and 
artistic circles. French authors and artists have indeed at all times been 
distinguished for the zeal with which they defend the collective interests of 
their respective callings: so that it is natural that they should look forward 
‘ with no little concern to a “ Congress,” the object of which is to place those 
interests on a clear and decided basis. In compliance with the request of 
the commission charged to prepare the meeting of the Congress, the Société 
des Gens de Lettres of this city (it is a very different body in many respects 
to your famous Literary Fund) has replied at some length to a series of ques 
tions put to it. Its views may be thus summed up:—it is desirable that the 
process of ee pear in works of literature and art should be inscribed 
in the laws of all civilized countries, even in the absence of reciprocity ; also 
that all countries should adopt a uniform legislation thereon, and that authors 
and artists should be freed from the trouble and expense of registering their 
works in other countries. In other words, French authors hold that a book 
should be regarded in the same light as a garpet-bag, and that a United 
States, or a other foreign pirate, should no more be allowed to appropriate 
it, even in the absence of registration, than he is to appropriate the bag. 
The same authors hold that “literary property being as complete and legiti- 
mate as any other, ought like other property to last eternally, and be alike 
transmitted from hand to hand.” They therefore declare that the laws in 
different countries limiting proprietorship in books to a certain number of 
— ought to be abolished; and they support this position with considerable 
force of argument. With regard to the right of translation, they maintain 
that it forms part of the proprietorship of a book ; and as to posthumous and 
anonymous works, they insist that they ought to be regarded as property as 
well as any others. They also maintain that sermons, lectures, lessons, and 
even speeches, should be considered literary property, and be protected ac- 
eget and they take up the same ground as regards articles in newspa- 
pers. Touching plays, musical compositions, and works of art generally, they 
state that the authors of such things ought to be protected, as largely as pos- 
sible, from piracy and imitations. With respect to customs and postal regu- 
lations on literary and artistic production, the Société des Gens de Lettres 
abstains from expressing any opinion, conceiving that such things are purely 
political, and must therefore be dealt with by governments.” 

Russia is slowly but gradually awakening to intellectual life. In the 
course of last year sixteen new journals were started, and 1425 original and 
201 translated works were published; in addition, 1,613,000 foreign books— 
330,000 more than in the preceding year—were imported. The government 
has made some relaxations in the absurd and monstrous censorship which the 
Emperor Nicholas maintained, and it is to be hoped that it will make more 
yet. But according to all appearances the day is still far distant at which 
this nuisance will be altogether abolished.— Literary Gazette. 





Gotp Coast Lirrraturr.—There is literary news even from {the Gold 
Coast. The beginning there is rather suggestive ; for the first book written, 
printed, and published on the spot is entitled, “ Recollections of an Old Sin. 
ner,” of whom there have been many, including, to give them respectfully 
their due, some of the governors. The book is to be published in ten num- 
bers, at 1s. 6d. each, or the volume for 10s to those who will subseribe for 
the whole; so they who have not implicit faith in the author’s loyalty to his 
publisher and public, and who may venture to believe that the “ Old Sinner” 
may drop the series in the middle, are taxed fifty per cent for their incredu- 
lity. In the same locality there is work for a biographer of royalty, seeing 
that Attak, King of Akim, is dead, and has been succeeded by his intelligent 
twin brother, Ebeevomer,—events that have neither shaken nor delighted 
the outer world, to whom those swarthy potentates are less known than to 
their bards and oral historians. There are local English writers there too, 
but they are less concerned about kings than they are about cotton. One of 
them writes home, “Several English merchants have gone to Lagos hunting 
for cotton, and are now in Abbeokutah, trying to establish factories. This 
country produces excellent cotton. Prove tothe natives that they can always 
find a profitable market for cotton, and it will not be many years before 
they produce as much as the merchants can purchase.” Where commerce 
has already established itself, Justice necessarily has unpacked her scales, for 
rascals abound, and they must be punished. But there is a difficulty. There 
is a literary class of individuals at the Coast, who turn their knowledge of 
letters and languages to account, by getting themselves engaged as interpret- 
ers; but there is a little difficulty in the way of their utility—they cannot 
understand what the judges say to the prisoners, and they are incapable of 
making the judges comprehend what the prisoners answer in reply to that 
which was unintelligible to the interpreter. Altogether, the confusion is 
rather delightful, except to a man who may occasionally get hanged by mis- 
take—indeed, the confusion is natural enough, for it has, for some time, been 
the custom on the Gold Cast to make all the doctors judges; so that “ his 
Lordship ” is as ignorant of the law as the interpreters of translating his legal 
disquisitions. This phase of Coast life is so bad, that an indignant African 
Herald editor exclaims of the medico-judges, “If the medicine of the Gold 
Coast doctors be no better than their law, the Lord have mercy on the sick!” 
—Atheneum. 


Saphir, a satirical poet and writer has just died at Baden. He was 
born in 1795, and his most admired poetical works appeared between the 
years 1806 and 1819: he afterwards wrote a great deal in journals and pe- 
riodieals, especially in theatrical journals, and established a periodical called 
“ The Humourist.” His latest volume of poetry was entitled “ Wild Roses,” and 
he dedicated it to the Princess Mathilde, cousin of the Emperor of the French. 
He was of Israelite descent, but in the latter years of his life was converted 
to Protestantism. His grandfather’s name was Israel Israel, but as he lived 
at the time at which the Austrian Government thought fit to compel the 
Jews to change their Hebrew for Christian names, he adopted that of Saphir. 
The tale goes that when this Israel was called on to take a new name, he 
said that he had no choice to make, but would adopt any that the authorities 
might think fit to give him. ‘ You have a very handsome sapphire ring,” it 
was remarked ; “ have you any objection to call yourself Sapphire?” “ Not 
the slightest!” was the answer. And so Sapphire—in German Saphir—he 
and his descendants became.

Rosert Carter & Broruenrs issue “Sunday Afternoons in the Nursery ; 
or, Familiar Narratives from the Book of Genesis,” by the author of ‘ Min- 
istering Children.” In this little work the simplest narration of the early 
history of the Sacred Scriptures has been attempted, combined with a brief 
explanation and application for the use of children.” They also publish “ Sid- 
ney Grey: a Tale of School Life,” by the author of “ Mia and Charlie.” 


Munsett & Rownanp have got out Vol. IX. of “The Annals of Albany,” 
by Joel Munsell. The editor says: ‘‘ While we are rejoicing over the great 
achievement of the day in the transmission of intelligence by electricity be- 
tween distant continents and our own, it may be interesting to note the ad- 
vantages of our predecessors in this respect, in less progressive times. The 
City Records in this volume embrace the period between the years 1726 and 
1731. At that time and for many years afterwards, it will be found that in 
cases of emergency, when it was necessary to have speedy communication 
with New York, the authorities still sent off their despatches by a canoe. 
The Notes from the Newspapers embrace about the same period of time a cen- 
tury later, when the winged messenger of news was the steam boat. These 
no leeee boasted of going through by daylight, they now made the passage 
in a little more than nine hours. How much more rapidly improvements and 
discoveries go forward, we are able to comprehend in reviewing the achieve- 
ments of the last quarter of a century. It is no longer doubted that we shall 
soon have intelligence from all parts of the earth, of its daily occurrences, on 


the same day in which they happen. 


Eyre & Srormswoope favor us with a copy of their new and beautiful 
edition of “ Church Services” in 32mo, 
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W. C. Littte & Co. publish “ A Treatise on the Right of Personal Liberty, 
and on the Writ of Habeas Corpus and the practice connected with it: with 
a View of the Law of Extradition of Fugitives,” by Rollin C. Hurd, whose 
object has been “ to supply 8 work which no one else has found inclination 
or leisure to execute.” The author observes: “The practitioner who has 
undertaken to investigate, and the judge who has been required to admin- 
ister the law under this writ have doubtless, at times, felt a regret that some 
one had not lessened their labors by a careful collection and methodical 
arrangement of the principles of law commonly involved in the proceeding, 
the rules of practice by which it is governed, and the decisions wherein they 
have been applied and illustrated. The profession has, hitherto, been with- 
out such aid.” 

Coutixs & Brorner publish Fowle’s “ Hundred Dialogues,” a book which 
has met with much favor. 


Leavirr & Aten favor us with a new game published by S. W. Pank- 
nurst, entitled “‘ Dr. Kane’s Trip to the Arctic Seas.” The game is played 
with a number of cards, which introduce all the principal characters and in- 
cidents of the memorable exploration. 


JT. B. Pererson & Brotners have got out “ Webster and Hayne’s cel- 
ebrated Speeches in the United States Senate, on Mr. Foot’s Resolution of 
January, 1830; also, Daniel Webster's Speech in the Senate of the United 
States, March 7, 1850, on the Slavery Compromise.” The same house also 
issue ‘The Opera Dancer; or, the Mysteries of London Life,” by G. W. M. 
Reynolds. 

D. M. Dewey has published a blank Certificate of Marriage, made in con- 
formity with the laws of the State of New York, relating to marriage. The
